I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  several  statements 
annexed  hereto,  comprising  the  report  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1916. 
These  statements  show  that  there  has  been  expansion  both  in  the  service  and 
in  the  transactions  of  the  Post  Office  during  the  year. 

The  main  points  of  increase  are  as  follows: — 

In  the  number  of  Money  Order  Offices,  an  increase  of. . . . 191 
In  the  number  of  Savings  Bank  Offices,  an  increase  of . . . 20 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  2,007  miles  in  the  extent  of  the  system  over 
which  mails  are  carried  by  railway.  The  number  of  miles  which  mails  have 
been  carried  by  railway  and  water  routes  and  ordinary  land  routes  is  greater 
by  1,231,835  miles  than  it  was  for  the  year  before. 

The  number  of  Rural  Mail  Delivery  Routes  has  been  increased  by  462  and 
over  23,900  boxes  have  been  erected  on  these  additional  routes. 

WAR  TAXES. 

Under  the  Special  War  Revenue  Act  passed  in  March,  1915,  war  taxes 
were  imposed  on  letters,  post  cards,  postal  notes,  and  post  office  money  orders. 
These  taxes  came  into  effect  on  the  15th  April,  1915,  and  will  continue  until 
otherwise  ordered.  They  are  as  follows: — 

(1)  A tax  of  one  cent  each  on  all  letters  mailed  in  Canada  on  which 
the  ordinary  postage  rate  does  not  exceed  two  cents  per  ounce; 

(2)  A tax  of  one  cent  each  on  all  post  cards  bearing  written  com- 
munications mailed  in  Canada  for  delivery  within  Canada  or  in  the 
United  States  or  Mexico; 

(3)  A tax  of  one  cent  each  on  postal  notes  issued  in  Canada; 

(4)  A tax  of  two  cents  each  on  post  office  money  orders  issued  in 
Canada. 
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PACIFIC  CABLE. 

In  last  year’s  report  special  reference  was  made  to  the  introduction  of  a 
week-end  service  by  Pacific  Cable  providing  for  the  transmission  of  messages 
between  Canada  and  Australia  or  New  Zealand  at  one-quarter' of  the  regular 
cable  rate.  It  is  evident  that  this  service  has  been  appreciated,  as,  during  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1916,  the  traffic  in  this  particular  kind  of  messages 
amounted  to  516,663  words. 

The  total  cable  traffic  between  Canada  and  Australia  and  New  Zealand 
amounted  to  1,014,722  words  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  512,048  words 
over  the  traffic  for  the  previous  year.

During  the  fiscal  j-ear  ending  iMarch  31,  1916,  99  immediate  annuities  and 
226  deferred  annuities,  a total  of  325,  were  purchased,  aggregating  in  amount 
of  annuities  contracted  for,  $91,166.17.  The  amount  of  purchase  money 
received  during  the  same  period  was  $441,696.09.

The  issue  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1916,  was  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  department,  amounting  to  $21,455,176.70,  as  compared  with 
$14,783,049.08  for  the  previous  twelve  months,  an  increase  of  $6,672,127.62. 

This  extraordinary  increase  is  largely  attributable  to  the  war  tax  which 
became  effective  on  the  15th  of  April,  1915.  In  this  connection  war  tax  stamps 
of  the  one  and  two-cent  denominations  have  been  issued  by  the  department, 
as  also  a specially  surcharged  stamp,  combining  postage  and  war  tax,  and 
having  a value  of  three  cents.  These  stamps  appear  to  have  met  with  much 
popular  favour  owing  to  the  convenience  which  they  afford  the  public.

APPENDIX  E. 

Transactions  of  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank. 

The  aggregate  balance  to  the  credit  of  depositors  on  March  31,  1916,  was 
$40,008,417.70,  an  increase  during  the  year  of  $13,011.30.  The  average  to  the 
credit  of  each  depositor  was  $297.80  as  compared  with  $295.22  on  March  31, 
1915. 

The  accounts  opened  during  the  year  were  27,988  and  30,170  accounts 
were  closed,  leaving  the  number  open  at  the  close  of  the  year  134,345,  or  a 
decrease  of  1,132. 

The  deposits  were  173,456  in  number,  with  a total  amount  of  $8,539,742.07. 
The  average  amount  of  each  deposit  was  $49.23  as  compared  with  $55.33  for 
the  previous  year.  ' 

Repayments  numbered  77,985  and  amounted  to  9,981,914.13  the  average 
withdrawal  being  $128  as  compared  with  $123.31  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Transfers  from  the  Post  Office  Savings  Bank  of  the  United  Kingdom  (inclu- 
ded in  deposits)  were  227  and  amounted  to  $42,434.44.  Deposits  tramsf erred 
to  the  United  Kingdom  (included  in  repayments)  numbered  335  and  amounted 
to  $107,543.64. 

Balances  to  the  number  of  1,050  amounting  to  $295,100.47  were  transferred 
from  the  Dominion  Government  Savings  Bank  of  the  Finance  Department. 

The  interest  paid  to  depositors  during  the  year  was  $72,460.98  and  the 
interest  accrued  and  made  principal  was  $1,087,621.91,  making  a total  of 
$1,160,082.89. 

The  number  of  offices  authorized  to  transact  business  was  increased  from 
1,269  to  1,289. 

Claims  to  moneys  of  deceased  depositors  examined  into  and  finally  disposed 
of  numbered  1,129. 

Annexed  is  a tabular  statement  of  the  annual  operations  of  the  Post  Office 
Saving  Bank  since  its  organization  in  April,  1868.
